_ || WHEAT DETRIMENT 


Farmers Warned That Taint of Sweet 
| Clover Strongly Condemned by Mil. 
| tions Advice. 

; Farmers of the district who have 
any evidence of sweet clover in their 
wheat are warned that this is highly 
unpopular amongst milling interests, 
Last year the spread on wheat tainted 


with sweet clover was 7 cents, and 
though the spread this year is not 
known as yet it will be enough to 


|make a big difference, 

| Anyone with sweet clover odor per- 
cepptible in his wheat is advised to 
hold this wheat for seed. By careful 
cleaning this clover seed may be el: 
iminated. Or if a farmer has a patch 


of clover in hig wheat, he is advised | 


to keep this separate when threshing. 


In accordance with the ruling of the | 


Board of Grain Commissioners, all 
wheat tainted with the odor of sweet 
clover, where the odor is plainly per- 
cepptible, shall be graded rejected to 
|the grade for which it would other- 
jwise qualify. Such tainted wheat 
comes under qualifications of having 
jan objectionable foreign odor, and 
overseas buyers object strongly to 


| such odor. 

Wheat with clover seed odor is on 
the increase, and wheat shipments 
are closely watched, particularly 


from irrigated districts. A method of 
determining this odor is to place 
small part of contaminated wheat in 
4 glass, fill with hot water, let stand 


for a few seconds, pour off the water, | 


/ then smell the wheat for the distinct- 
lly sweetish odor of sweet clover,
